NEW PLYMOUTH CHURCH, 
DEDIOATORY SERVICES THIS MORNING. 

The society and congregation of Plymouth 
Cherch will celebrate their Fourth of July in an 
appropriate manner by attending the dedication 
services of their new church edifice, which has 
just been completed, on Michigan avenue, be- 

itween Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth streets, 
“The services wil] be heldin the morning. 

The edifice now ready for occupancy is unique 
in its plan, and is understood to be a realization 
of the plans developed by the pastor, the Rev. 
William Alvin Bartlett, and bis wife. The side 
and rear walls do not differ materially from the 
old form, but in the front the idea

They are square, aod rise to the beight of the 
main portion of the church, when it is covered 
by a quadrilated dome on which is placed a 
gracetuily pinnacie contaming four deep 
niches. Each tower an evtrance, marked 
by lerve Corinthian colutans of highly-polished 
Vermont Marbia. which support = single arch. 
5 small balconies bete een the towers are aleo 

ed by columns of the sane marble on 

— e arches, and have deeply -carved entabia- 
tures. The church bes s crest French roof, 
which is far from graceful and does not enhauce 
the beauty of the build, though it secures 
good scoustic properties to the anditoriam. 

The main room ie 968x120 feet, and is the 
largest auditorium in the city. It will have no 
galleries, and will have a seating capacity of 
2.500. It is finichedin black walnut. The ar- 
rangement of the seate is peculiar. The floor 
“ dishes" from sil sides toward the pulpit ina 
very marked manner. The seats are put u . 
circles arouod the desk, aud are intersec by 
aisles, which are not continuous, exceptin two 
cases, where a broad path leads from either 
tower direct to the pulpit. The windows on the 
aides do not extend from the tov to the floor, 
but at a point a little below half way. The op- 
posite side of the church is mamulariy arranged, 
except that there are no exits. By the arrange- 
ment of entrances, 42 lineal feet of doorway is 
obtained, through which the largess 
that could assemble in the building would be 
able to pass in less than three minutes. A stove 
wainscoating about 6 feet high runs around the 
entire room. 

The organ loft reminds one of the exterior of 
the cbuicb, and will contain the instrument 
whieh was used by the society of the old Piv- 
mouth Church, on the corner of Wabash avenue 
and Eldridge court, increased in power by addi- 
tions costing 28.000. 

The ceilmg will represent the firmament at 
pight, containing bundreds of little metallic 
stars which, covered wich nickel, will always 
preserve a bt lustre. Each window hae a 
central .medaiion representing chaos, light, 
creation, mac, the ficod, and other Biblical de- 
sigus. Above and below each window is rich 
and boldly executed frescoing, and in the four 
corvers of the toom will be, when finished, 
scrolls bearing verses from the Bible. 

In the rear of the suditoriem are a Sunday- 
school room capable of seating 1,000 persons, a 
large parlor for sociabies, laties’ and gentiemen’s 
withdrawing-rooms, kitchens, pantries, dumb- 
waiters, and, what is especially attractive, tbe 
study of the pastor. These latter ments 
are in the southwest corner of the church, on 
the third floor. The study, library, and com- 

nion rooms are very handromely fitted up. A 
— 6 bay window sdmits the sus whevever it 
shines. Thie corner of Plymouth Church is 
most attractive spot, probably, that can be found 
in any similar edifice in the city.

The English may 
have aceepted these pledges in good faith ; if sa, 
they evidently doubt Burghash’s power to main- 
tain the stipulations. Quite a number of 
English ships have remained on the East African 
coast since the treatv, and are at this moment 
engaged in capturing slavers.

A TERRIBLE ALTERNATIVE,

Herr Doppe thinks this is the true position in 
which to cultivate and acquire strengtl, and 
delicecy of touch. He bas many pupils, and some 
Americans studying under his direction write 
from Berlin that he bas found the very secret of 
Liszt’s wonderful power on the piano. 


The manuseripte left by Donizetti have re- 
cently been examined at Bergamo, and among 
them are two unpublished and unheard 
with French texta, ‘“‘Le Duc dAlbe” and

NINETY.NINE FOURTHS. 

There have been really one hundred of 
them,—the original Fourth and ninety-nine 
cheap imitations. Ninety-niné times has the 
American eagle shrieked and the American 
‘orator roaréd. Ninety-nine times have we 
indulged in vocal pyrotechnics and Chinese 
fire-crackers. Ninety-nine successive years 
haye we set aside one whole day for killing 
small boys, putting out eyes, rending limbs, 
scaring horses, burning houses, and otherwise 
providing disaster, dismay, and disgust, as a 
glorification and symbol of the American idea 
of freedom. There must be one more of 
them,—there is no escaping that,—which, 
being the Centennial, will probably concen- 
trate the miseries an] absurdities of 
a hundred into one. After the cumulative 
fashion of one of Grimone's Jubilees, there 
might be a hundred gentlemen appointed to 
read the Declaration of Independence in con- 
cert, a hundred cannon to fire a hundred 
salutes, a hundred ministers to make the 
opening prayer, a hundred orators to deliver 
the same old speech, and a hundred packages 
of fire-crackers set off at ono as a grand bene- 
diction and finale. But, if we shall survive 
the hundredth repetition of unlimited license 
and folly, cAnnot some other and more sen- 
sible celebration of the anniversary of Ameri- 
can independence be invented? Can't we 
dispense with the crackers, and rockets, and 
pistols, and cannon, and gimcracks, and the 
whizz and bang of the traditional Fourth ? 

What is it we celebrate, after all? The 
character of the celebration comes down from 
a day when the American heart fired anew at 
the suggestion of a red-coat, and when the 
flint-locks saved, over from Lexington and 
Bunker Hill were brought out naturally upon 
the recurrence of the day when the Ameri- 
cans formally foreswore their allegiance to 
King Groner, and started out to attain a new 
nationality. But every year has removed us 
further and further from the sentiments of 
those days. Time has at least eliminated the 
bitterness from the reciprocal antagonism be- 
tween the British and Americans; the sym- 
bols ought likewise toe be thrown aside. It 
is time to abandon the childish types of an 
animosity that dates from our youth. 
The number of people in this country 
of native birth who cherish a tra 
ditional hatred of Great Britain is very 
limited. ‘ We are attaining adolescence in our 
national growth. We have more serious 
matters, and have gone through more trying 
éxperiénees, than at the time the Fourth-of- 
July pistol and fire-cracker had a special sig- 
nificance. We have had serious internal 
strife, political and warlike. We have grown 
in territory, population, invention, wealth, 
luxury, with a progress without parallel or 
precedent. This growth ought to have ob- 
literated the petty and puerile spite that our 
present mode of celebrating the national 
anniversary inevitably suggests. We be- 
lieve that it has done so, and it only 
remains to change the form. 

After the next Fourth, when we shall recall 
and celebrate the growth of the nation and 
its wonderful accomplishments, will it not be 
in order thenceforth rather to investigate 
than glorify, rather to mediate than cele- 
brate? Will it not be well to put off the old 
form of resentment to Great Britain, and eur 
tivate closer affiliation ? We started ahundred 
years ago with English civilization, and we 
adapted it pretty closely to the Greek 
model of a Republic It was a curi- 
ous and dangerous experiment. We 
have succeeded to a degree, but we 
should not deceive ourselves with the delusion 
of a perfect and permanent success, wherein 
we have at once advanced pari passu with the 
Mother Country in civilization and stability, 
and passed her in democracy and freedom. 
Great Britain has made immense strides in 
both. With the exception of the American 
idea of universal suffrage, which carries with 
it the idea of political and social license, the 
freedom of British institutions is so broad 
that we may well inqnire whether per- 
sonal rights, and security of property, and 
administration of justice, are not as soundly 
based in Great Britain as in America. 

After we shall have completed our centensry 
we must hold ourselves to a more strict’ ac- 
count for our civil, political, and moral con- 
dition than when we were sowing the wild 
oats of our youth. The anniversary of our 
national birth will then have something of 
the maturity, soberness, retrospection, and 


count the gray hairs, and the woman who 
can no longer disguise the wrinkles, and 
who look back over life to sum up and bal- 
ance the good and the evil, the pleasures and 
pains, the profitable and unprofitable dis- 
position of time, the successes and errors, of 
a career.

We should take 
more into account the accumulating ‘dangers

the clashing of interests, the spirit of party-

may be called constitutionalists. It is for the 
Republicans of America to demonstrate the. 
contrary, and render the ideal Government 
practical by an improved civil service, higher, 
political aims, purity in public life, honesty | 
in commercial circles, and steadfastness of 
purpose everywhere. Let the Fuurth-of-July 
celebrations after the Centennial turn upon 
some such thoughts as these rather than an ef- 
fete and tiresome display of an ancient and 
almost-forgotten feud with a pig-headed oli- 
garchy that is now nearly extinct even in 
Great Britain. 
THE CHARTER OF 1872. 

The Mayor and the Common Council, and 
the various counsel, official and unofficial, 
insist that the charter of 1872 is in full force 
and operation, and that, therefore, the Board 
of Fire and Police is no longer in existence, 
and is now practically legally superseded by 
the ordinance creating the office of City Mar- 
shal and Fire Marshal. If this theory that 
the charter is now in force be correct, then 
there are many other things that are changed, 
altered, or abolished. 

1. The Common Council as at present con- 
stituted is legislated out of office, and the 
present ward boundaries abolished; the char- 
ter reduces the number of Aldermen from 40 
to 86, and the number of wards from 20 
to 18. 

2. Sec. 111 provides’ that the City Council 
may assess and collect taxes for corporate 
purposes by ascertaining, on or before the 
serond Monday in August, the total amount 
of appropriations for all corporate purposes 
and to be collected by tax-levy, and, by “ ordi- 
nance, levy and assess such amount so ascer- 
tained upon the. real and personal property 
within the city subject to taxation, as the 
same is assessed for State and county pur- 
poses for the current year.” A copy of such 
ordinance shall be certified to the County 
Clerk, who shall proceed as directed by the 
General Revenue law ot the State. This sec- 
tion excludes all other mode of collecting and 
levying city taxes. If the.charter of 1872 be 
adopted, it, in the language of the Supreme 
Court, excludes all tax-levying or collecting 
by any other plan or under any other law. 

8. This section legislates the City Assessor 
and Tax Commissioner out of office, 

4. If the charter of 1872 be in force, it 
abolishes the Board of Public Works. It 
abolishes, also, the Board of Health and the 
Board of Education, and authorizes the Com- 
mon Council to create other offices-in their 
places. 

If, therefore, the Police Board be abolished, 
let it go, but let us get rid also, and at the 
same time, of all the other Boards, and let us 
have the new offices created and the new 
officers appointed. If the charter is in forcéd 
at all, let it be put in force generally, and not 
by piecemeal. .. Let us get rid of those sturdy 
tax-eating departments, the Tax Commission- 
ership end the City Assessorship. 

But the Common Council have refused to 
abolish these various other Boards. It has re- 
fused to recognize so much of the charter as 
requires the city tax to be collected under the 
general law of ‘the State. It has voted the 
salaries of all the officers whose offices have 
been abdlished by the new charter, and 
therefore, if the claim of authority in the case 
of the Police Board be valid, is perpetuating 
a Series of Boards and offices which the char- 
ter has sponged out of existence. 

We have no objection to the legal abolition 
of all the Boards, which in fact are incum- 
brances upon the adi &uistration of the City 
Government. But itis important that they 
be disposed of legally ; any other proceeding 
will but embarrass the City Government in 
the end. Behind all this is the yet undeter- 
mined question whether the charter has ever 
beén adopted. That has yet to be decided 
judicially. The city might well afford to 
wait Until that point has been determined 
judicially, particularly as no interest is at 
stake which will suffer by the few weeks’ de- 
lay. 

THE HERO OF THE BEECHER CASE. 

At last the Bron scandal yielded a hero. 

The hero made his ap- 
pearance at a most unexpected time and ina 
most unexpected place.

There were times during the trial when it 
seemed as if a hero might appear for the ad- 
miration and applause of the public, but one 
after the other, as they revolved upon their 
pedestals, they showed some taint of the 
scandal, some human weakness or infirmity, 
which brought them down even below the 
average of ordinary humgnity. Brrcuer 
was not a hero. Heroes do not whine that 
the woman did it. Tron was not a hero. 
Heroes would not consort with Woopxv 1, 
nor train under the flag of the Pantarchy. 
Mrs. Movrrox bid fair tobe somewhat heroic, 
but alas! she had kissed Bexcugr, and this no 
woman with heroic stuff in her would do. 
Mrs. Truron at the outset seemed as if she 
might be a heroine in distress, but the mo- 
ment she opened her mouth, or put pen to 
paper, it was evident she was not cast in a 
herdic mold. Brssre Turwes might have 
been a heroine, perhaps, if she had 
not been in a dollar store aud per- 
formed that remarkable feat in somnambu- 
lism.

nightmare of the whole American public.

BUSINESS IMPROVEMENT IN CHICAGO. 

The speedy recovery from the panic is one 
of the wonderful but characteristic items in 
the history of Chicago. 

We have already given the results of the 
panie of 1873 on the general condition of the 
country. The false, though seeming fair, 
prosperity that preceded the disaster of 1873 
was the result of depreciated money, wild 
speculation, excessive eredit, extravagant ex- 
penditures, and a general desire to acquire 
wealth by short process rather than by labor. 
Men grew tired of labor, and invested time, 
health, and means in speculation with all 
the confidence and hope with which neo- 
phytes sit down to the gambling-table to 
make themselves rich in an hour. The fatal 
error of the banks becoming interested and 
involved in these speculations extended 
credit to worthiess bonds ‘issued by reckless 
companies. without capital, and (ive to the 
eventual crash an effect it otherwise would 
not have had. 

From out of the wreck the country has 
been gathering all that was of value, and 
upon a new basis business has been gradu- 
ally re-established. We are not now with- 
drawing money from productive pursuits, 
nor from manufactures or other legitimate 
business, to sink it in the wilderness, or to 
waste it in riotous extravagance. We have 
been increasing production, and in 1874 the 
transportation companies actually carried 
more productions, measured by quantities, 
than in 1873 or 1872, showing that, not- 
withstanding the’‘‘ stagnation,” the country 
kept on adding to its material wealth. 

We have reformed ovr social habita. No 
money can now be borrowed except on sound 
securities. There are no fancy properties, 
We can no longer expend in advance the pro- 
spective gains of speculations. We now are 
compelled to live within our income, and 
those who never worked before are now com- 
pelled to work. The theory of great expec- 
tations has exploded, We are living in a 
time of actual realities. Weare doing busi- 
ness on capital, and not upon speculation. 
We produce more; we have more men earn- 
ing a surplus over what they consume; we 
are not driving so fast, nor so thoughtlessly, 
but the country is doing a better and a safer 
business than before the panic. 


Chicago has largely shared in this general, 


restoration of industry. The panic for a 
time closed many of our industrial establish- 
ments. With the almost immediate recovery 
of our banks, and the inflow of money to 
purchase breadstuffs and provisions, business 
in Chicago was resumed. Factories and 
workshops opened their doors. The dis- 


charged operatives were recalled, first on half, 


then on two-thirds, then on full time. Other 
factories began business, and more labor was 
employed. Trade with the prosperous in- 


The rebuilding of the city, temporarily sts 
pended, was resumed. Large additions were 
made to the number of dwellings, The

erste rents, Under the combined influence 

of increase of business, abundance of money, 

aad cheap rents, a large number of ware- 

houses and stores which since their construc- 

tion have been unoccupied, have now found 

tenants; the weatherbeaten signs of “To 

Rent” have disappeared, and well-filled 

stores and active business have taken pos- 

session of much of the hitherto unproductive 

improvements made after the fire. “The 
Future, for which they were built, has to a 

great extent already arrived, notwithstanding 

the building of similar property, which hag 
continuously kept on. 

The number of unemployed has gradually 
diminished. The number of persons em- 


ployed at daily, weekly, or monthly wages in 


Chicago at this time exceeds the number at 
any time since the panic. Our manufactur- 
ing business has increased, and has given 
employment to an increased number of 
persons. There are persons out of employ- 
ment, as is always the case in large cities ;. 
but the number, outside of those who 
are professional non-workers, and those 
who will engage only in kid-glove 
labor, is less now in proportion 
than for a long time. The indebtedness 
offthe people is less than in 1873. The period 
since the panic has been devoted to settle- 
ment. The insolvent have divided their as- 
sets among their creditors, and have stepped 
down and out. The holders of mortgages on 
real estate have exchanged their evidences of 
debt, taking up one with another, and releas- 
ing contracts that could not be filled. Indi- 
viduals have settled their balances; collected 
all that was due them, and paid off what they 
owed. New debts, unsecured by available 
security, have not been contracted. Credits 
are short, prices low, and payments frequent. 
Business is done nearer a cash basis than 
ever, to the great advantage and profit of all 
concerned’ Money is abundant, and 
the rates of interest low. Produe- 
tion is constantly enlarging, and, if wages 
are not so high, prices of commodities 
are proportionately less, and there are more 
persons employed. The deposits of the sav- 
ings banks have largely increased. All over 
the city, even to the extreme districts, im- 
provements are going on, and there is gen- 
eral activity, all indicating that, while the 
extravagant expenditure of 1873 no longer 
exists, there is a better, because more sub- 
stantial and permanent, business now doing; 
that, while the short cuts to fortune have 
been abandoned, there are more persons 
pushing onward along the slower high roads 
to comfort and competency. 
THE NEW YORK POLICE. 

A committee of the New York Legislature 
is now in session in New York City, busily 
engaged in investigating the management of 
the police force of the metropolis, Two or 
three discharged members of the force have 
made affidavit that the Captains, Sergeaats, 
and patrolmen are in partnership with the 
chief criminals of their respective districts. 
In return for a sum of money, sometimes 
fixed and sometimes a percentage of the 
profits,“ these officials engage, it is said, to 
protect the panel-houses, the houses of ill- 
fame, etc., from any interference. State's 
evidence, especially when*given by ex-em- 
ployes, is to be received with great caution; 
but the story told in these affidavits 
is a straightforward one. Moreover, 
an officer of excellent character, Ser- 
geant Groo, has supplemented these 
charges with similar ones, ‘which he sup- 
ports in an affidavit that states dates, names, 
and numbers, and appears to be beyond con- 
tradiction. The state of affairs disclosed is 
simply shocking. The police force seems to 
have been used in certain precincts to pro- 
tect, instead of prevent, crime.

In a former article in Taz Tami we gave 
our readers a geveral notion of the Raskol or 
schism in the Russian Church; we showed how 
it had ite origin in an opposition to the liturgical 
reforms of the Patriarch Nikone, aud was 
strengthened by the opposition raised to the 
political changes introduced by Peter the Great. 
Since the article just referred to was written, 
M. Anatole Leroy Beaulieu has published 
another paper on the Russian sects,—the 
Popovtsy and Bezpopovtsy,—or the two branches 
of the Raskol. The difference between the 
two branches is this: The former recognize a 

_clergy, recusauts from the Orthodox Chareh ; the 
latter recognize no clergy whatever. 

It has been found a difficult matter to ascertain 
the aggregate number of adherents of these two 
sects. The official statistics give the number at 
about 1,100,000, Bus these figures are not ro- 
ceived by the most competent judges as in any way 
reliable; and there are those who claim that the 
number of the Raskolaiks reaches as high as 
15,000,000. The truth is, however, that not even 
the chiefa of the Raskolniks themselves are 
in formed as to their numbers. It seems to be 
certain that the official figures are altogether 
too amall. Itembraces only professed Raskol- 
niks. But there is numerous class of Raskol- 
niks inscribed among the Orthodox, and another 
numerous class who are Raskoluiks in disguise, 
and whom shame or fear deters from appearing 
in their true colors. M. Beaulien considers it 
most probable that the real number of Raskel- 
niks is between 6,000,000 and 8,000,000. 

The number of the Rarkolniks is no criterion 
of its influence, Its force. lies in the aympathy 
of the nambers who do not openly profess 
it.

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DARWINISM. 


Tur Descent or Man, By Cas Darwie, Seorid- 
ners Monthly, July. Art.: “ Darwinism,” by J, B. 
Daury. . 

The evolution theory was originally stated as 

a mere hypothesis. It so appears in the De- 

scent of Man.” It is there merely suggested 

that man may be the descendant of a leathery 
sack, clinging helplessly toa rock, and forming 
the lowest known form of animal life. It is 
commonly thought that Darwin's theory is that 
man is descended from a monkey. But ideas of 
this sort are as old as Greek thought. The real 
theory originated by Mr. Darwin is that of Natural 
Selection, or the Survival of the Fittest, This is 
woll summed up by Mr. Drury as follows: In 
view of the severity of the struggle for existence, 
those individuais of each species best fitted to 
maintain the strugzgie—i, e., the strongest; 
those having the best means of defense 
against enemies or sudden changes of 
climate; those best endowed to secure their 
needful food—live and leave offspring to perpet- 
uate their advantageous peculiarities; while the 
weaker, the less endowed, the less defensive, 
perish.” This, it will be seen, is not evolution, 
bat the explanation of evolution. And this is 
stated by Mr. Darwin with far more certainty 
than he gives the oid doctrine of “man from 
monkey, and monkey from polyp.” In fact, he 
may be said to now believe in its absolute truth. 

To him the Survival of the Fittest is the key 

which uplocks ali the mysteries of life, except 

that of! its origin. Science only carries him 
back to the polyp. He does not seek: to 
raise the ‘veil behind which the First 

Cause sits. But he considers that nat- 

ural selection explains the origin of every 

form of life above the lowest, the changes 


_of form, the formation of the most complex or- 


gans, stich as the eye and ear, and the develop- 
ment of instincts and habits. Darwin's half-doz- 
en books are, in fact, devoted to the proof of a 
proposition which may be roughly put in this 
way: Natural selection explains evolution, if 


it 1s.” 
The array of proofs he gives is 8o varied and 
in great part so technical thatareader not 
trained in science is uiterly unable to weigh 
them or judge them. He cannot tell whether 
such-and-such a thing is so-and-so or not. Mr. 
Darwin says it is, and his say-so bas great and 
deserved weight, but itis not conclusive. St. 
George Mivart, to say nothing of other critics, 
has tripped bim-on several matters of fact. 
Then, even if the statements made are taken for 
truth, how is the man unacquainted with science 
to judge the measure of proof .each of them 
offers? If we grant the existence of a rudiment- 
ary tail, that may or may not be an argument in 
fayor of the survival of the fittest. Despite 
these difficulties, it is nvt impossible to state the 
general outlines of the argument in limited 
space. Mr. Drury does this very well in the 
magazioe article which forms part of our text. 
The Biblical and otthodox explgnation of the 
different types of existence is that each marked 
type is due to a special creation. The Darwioian 
explanation is that they are each and aii, 
en ve one, due to natural selection. The

And the known exist- 
ence of heredity accounts for the transmission 
of the qualities which cause survival to the de- 
scendanta of the fittest. 80 far we have good 
ground for accepting Mr. Darwin’s conclusions. 
It is when we pass by thie point that the diffi- 
culty begins. We may take it for granted that 
natural selection is true, but the question is, 
how far is it true? Will the survival of the fit- 
test account for the production of all the types 
of life beyond the ove original? These ques- 
tions need to be answered, for the young school

In their incipient stages 
they must have been not only useless, but posi- 
tively disadvantageous, and hence could not 
have been developed through survival of the 
fittest.” And, finally, this theory is an ineufii- 
cient clew tothe humanmind. Indeed, upoa this 
point, Mr. Darwin's failure is acknowledged.

Francis D. Moulton called at the District At- 
torney’s office to-day. Only a deputy was on 
band, and Mr. Moulton walked out again and 
went toward Montague street. He was flushed 
and nervous. 

Mr. and Mrs. Beecher were at home this morn-

Precisely at 12 O clock Mrs. Beecher, attended 
by Mrs. Murray, entered the court-100m, and 
was conducted to the seat she so regularly filled 
during all the weary months of the trial.

Beecher wore a brown silk dress, with a plaid- 
figured, browo overdress, and a black hat re- 
lieved with a blue bow in front.

e pleasant smile with which she was wont. 
during the trial, to greet all her friends on her 
daily entrance, was wholly wanting yesterday. 
She bowed politely to those she recogvized, but 
it was merely a formal, ceremonious salutation. 
Her beart was to heavy for further demonstra- 
tions of civility. As she took her seat her thin, 
emaciated hands inyoluotarily sought her whit- 
ened forehead, as if to press back the agony that 
possessed her. Ouly when Judge Porter entered 
the room and greeted her was she observed to 
smile 


Col. Henry Beecher said to a reporter that 
Brother Murray bad promised the previous 
night to send bis carriage in the morning for 
Mrs. Beecher. ‘This morning,” continued Col. 
Beecher, mother was ready at 8 o'clock, and 
stationed herselfgat a front window watching 
for Mr. Murray's carriage. We all knew that the 
carriage would not be due for two hours, 
and tried to divert mother’s attention 
from the subject; but she would not talk 
or think of nothing but the trial, and was 
unable to restrain her impatience to get 
to the Court-Honse. She worried and 
fretted continually because the carriage did not 
come, and even wanted another one called.

On arriving at the Court-House Mrs. Beecher 
was told that there were no tidings as yet from 
the jury, whereupon she quietiv withdrew to the 
carriage on Livingston street, and remained 
there alone with her book until nearly 12. Then 
the news of the jury’s speedy coming was 
brought to her, and she was conducted into the 
eourt-room as above stated, accompanied by 
Mra. Murray. She brought with her the book 
she had been reading in the c¢arriage—a pam- 
phiet—and frequently opeved ite pages and read 
or seemed to read in a mechanical way; but the 
effort was as often broken by the salutations of 
her husband's flock or by her ili-concealed anxi- 
ety. Her son, Col. Henry Barton Beecher, was 
seated in front of her. and his wife on her right 
hand, and many times the poor lady leaned for- 
ward, placed her handon her son’s shoulder, 
aud drew what comfort she could from his 


until last spring. What he then said, as 
1 bave remarked, I do not wish to state at pres- 
ent if I am to be called on as a witness, but it 
was nothing that could be taken as evidence of 
the guilt of the persons, ‘You know people say 
a great many things about their neighbors of 
whom they happen to have a poor opinion, 
much of which might better go unsaid; 
but he never detailed anything to me that 
could be construed in any wav iodicating crimi- 
nality.

I have never yet 
told any one what Loader said to me, the most 
that I have said being that I knew a person who 
retended to know a great deal about Mr. 

Loader charged me 
with having misused: the contidence he had 
given me by telling the story to Judge Morris, 
which has been published. I was, therefore. in- 
duced to go down to Mr. Morris’ office and, in 
the presence of Loader, asked him if I had told 
him anything about it; Morris replied that 
I had not; that he was only sorry 1 bad not 
told him in time for him to use it as evidence; 
aud it now turns out that Mr. Dana was the 
one who communicated the story to him. 
While in the office I did say that Loader had 
something to me about what he had seen in 
Mra. Tilton’s house, but I gave no detailed 
statement of what that was, and, I repeat, 
Loader has never told me anything that could 
be taken as implying criminality on the part 

of either Mr. Beecher or Mrs. Tilton.” 

WHAT BEACH SAYS. 
New York Sun, July 2. 

Mr. Beach has intimated that next week there 
will be a more earnest effort made to get at the 
bottom of the Loader-Price conspiracy. He told 
Mr. Shearman on Wednesday that be would be 
called on to testify as to his connection with the 
case. It was asserted last night that Mr. John 
D. Townsend, of New York, would appear to de- 
fend Loader next week.

A BEECHERITE STORY. 
Neu York Tribune, /uiy 1. 

A remarkable story was published recently in 
the en: oe charging that ex-Judge 
George G. ard, who was impeached and 
removed from the Supreme Court Bench in 1871, 
had publicly declared that he had personally 
induced one of the jurors in the Beecher case to 
stand out against Mr. Beecher. The story was 
so improbable thatthe Tribune declined to pub- 
lish it without further Mvestigation. The ex-

been wildly making declarations of acts which 
he had not done. But the informant of the 
Tribune, who was the gentleman to whem Barnard 
made the assertions, says that the iatter was 
sober at the time, and calmly and deliberately 
made the assertions alluded to. He states that 
while in the cars traveiing through Westchester 
County a short time ago, the ex-Judge entered 
into conversation with him upon the subject of

O’Leary, who began at eight minutes past 3 
o'clock Friday afternoon the extraordinary feat 
of walking 150 miles in thirty-two consecutive 
hours, abandoned the track at 10:15 last evening, 
at the advice of a physician, who was of the 
opinion that his condition would not admit a fur- 
ther continuation of the walk. As that time he 
had accomplished 131}¢ miles, having 184 to 
go, and but fifty-three minutes in which to 
make it. O’Leary was game to the last, and 
would have walked up to the limit of his time 
had it not been 3 hopeless task, and one that 
could have been continued only under great 
physical suffering. He relinquished his task 
very reluctantly, deeply chagrined to mar his 
past brilliant record by a failcre. 

Mr. O'Leary bas no reason to be bowed down 
with mortification at the result of this trial. 
The circumstances under which mostof it was 
done bat add to his reputation for pluck aud eu- 
durance. It was a case of clear grit; the most 
indomitable determination alone kept him on 
his feet for the last 30 miles. He made a mag- 
nificent record in his first 100 miles, and alto- 
gether may feel well satisfied with his perform- 
ance. The aodience took this view of it, 
and, while adiniring his nerve and powers of 
en were not disappointed to see him re- 

ish the task, all being inced that he 

made a good effort, and ailed through 
unforeseen causes of an accidental nature. The 
principal of these was an attack of sickness 
which seized Mr. O’Leary at about 11 o'clock 
yesterday morniog just after he had com- 
pleted his 100 miles. He injudiciousle 
drank some sour ale and g end 
sherry during the night, which 1

HEAVY BREACH OF TRUST. 
. Dispatch @ New York Times — 

Pamapetrai, July 1.—The startling infor- 
mation was made public to-day that the sccoant- 
ants who have been investigatiog the affairs. of 
Henry G. Morris, who lately failed and made an 
assigument for the benefit of bis creditors, had 
discovered that one Alexander Ervin, whom 
Mr. Morris had employed as confidential 
financial agent of his foundry business since 
1871, has grossly betrayed his trust, 
and had appropriated tojjhis own use sums of 
money reaching in the aggregate about $1,200,- 
000. Ervin had the whole busipess of the place 
in his charge, while the pay-rolig for labor and 
material purchased were under the care of & 
nephew of Ervin, but controlled by him. 80 
great was the contidence reposed in Ervin that 
Mr. Morris never investigated his own affairs, 
and neyer took the standing of his business, 
being satisfied with balance sheets which Ervin 
would present to him at stated intervals. 

lt has turned out that these balances were ar- 
ranged for the occasion, and that large sums of 
money were continually drawn from the business 
by Efvin, without the knowledge or consent of 
Mr. Morris. In one month—January, 1873—Hr- 
vin charged himself with three votes of $10,000 
esch, and on the 80th of December, 
1872, be charged himself with 6 deposit 
of $60,000, which he failed to aredit 
to . Morris, etther in his bank ac- 
cou or elsewhére. To cover up his wrong- 


| doinrs, Ervin is alleged to have fraudalently 


credited himself, on the Siet of July, 1873, with 
$100,000 te ogver notes issued to his order. This 
credit was pels fictitious, and never authorized 
by Mr. Morris. It wad further showa that Ervin, 
having full charge of the notes of Mr. Murrio, 
had negotiated ten, amounting to $62,240, and 
appropriated the presenta to bis own use. It 
was Mr, Morris’ custom for some time previous to 
April, 1876, when he aseumed his supervision, 
allow Ervin to depesit moneys belongin 
the Southwark Foundry, in the Seventh — 
Second National Banks, in his (Ervin's) name. 
When the Assignee of the estate attempted to 
ascertain what amount of money was in the 
banks, the officials refused to give the informa- 
tion. It is also alleged that Ervin has invested 
heavily in real estate, and that, pending the suit 
which Mr. Morris has brought against him, has 
disposed of considerable property and made 
atrangements for transferring the re- 
mainder. Zhe Assignees of the estate have 
brought the matter before Judge Pratt, at Oom- 
mon Pleas Court, praying for attachments to be 
issued, and such other relief as is within the 
province of the tribunal. This exposure shows 
how Mr. Morria was d into bankruptcy, 
and is undoubtedly one of the oa pieces of 
swindling extent outside of political circles, At 
a recent meeting of the creditors of Mr. Morris 
it was announced that the assets would not bring 
50 cents on the dollar. Ervin has brought a 
counter-suit against Mr. Morris, in the hope of 
staving the matter off somewhat. 
lt is reported that the first eighteen months 
Mr. Morris was in business he cleared $1,000,000, 
but after that he began to lose steadily. Ervin 
was President of the Seventh National Bank u 
to 1878, when he resigned and was succeed 
by his brother, Mr. D. B. Brvin, who re- 
signed the place only a few days since, 
it is supposed on account of the complications 
which will ensue. The reason assigned by the 
bank officers to-night for pot giving a statement 
of Mr. Ervin’s accounts, is that they object to 
making public their customers’ business. It is 
probabie that Ervin will be arrested on a erimi- 
nal charge to-morrow. He lives in splendor in 
a fashionable quarter of the city, and his posi-

THE POSTAL SERVICE, 


The Postmagter-Generavs Tome of 
Taspection. 

Wasurnaton, June 30.—The Postmaster-Gen- 
eral has been interviewed upon the results of 
his late tour of inspection, and is apparently 
much gratified with his trip, and what he has 
seen and learned. He states that be has met 
some 500 or 600 Postmasters, besides 200 or 
300, other Post-Office employes, and ex- 
presses himself as pleased with their general 
appearance. They, as en intelligent body of 
men, gave much information m regard to the 
practical workings of the postal service, the 
Postmasters being unanimously in favor of rais- 
ing the rate of registration from 8 to 10 cents. 
The Postmaster-General made an order to that 
effect upon his return. He was astonished at 
the magnitude of lee, and the immense 


the service, 
bulk and weight of the mails in the Western aud 
Middle States. On the longest routes between 
the East and West from 18 to 25 tons 
of mail matter gre carried daily and handled 
in postal cars. The trensfer at Chicago from 
road to road is sometimes as much as 100 tons 
per day. The postal clerks in the railway post- 
office cars in divisions west of the Alleghanies 
assort and handle 40,000,000 letters per month. 
an amount of work which would be impossible 
to do m the Post-Office. The mail service is 
better than the railway pesseanger service, for 
letters reach their destination as quickly io all 
cases as passengers, while transfers of the mails 
are sometimes made cities from 
train to train’ when passengers fai 
to do so, and thus the mails sometimes 
are im advance of the passengers. On one 
route from St. Louis to Texas an average of 5 
tons of il per day is carried. The Postmas- 
ter-Gen is of the opinion that the clerks in 
Post-Offices receive less compensation for the 
work they are required to do than any other men 
in the service. He thinks the pay of letter-car- 
riers is fair, though they have to work very 
hard, and that the pay of railway postal clerks is 
good, and that while many of them are oyer- 
worked some are not. It is a very difficult ser- 
vice to adjust equitahly, but many in this 
branch are required to be on their feet from 
twelve to fifteen hours a day, while the cars 
are in rapid motion, in the heat and dust, assort- 
ing the mail,—a severe test of physical endur- 
ance,—and these men could not stand if they 
were required to do it all the time. As a rule, 
the pay of the clerks in the Post-Office is very 
small, and many good clerks reseiviug from $500 
to $800 per annum are required to work from 
ten to twelve hours per day, agreat contrast to 
the olerks in the department 4+ Washing- 
ton, who are paid from $1,200 to $1,800 per 
anpum, and only required to work ix or 
seven hours per day. These Post-Office clerks 
are a very intelligent class of men, and 
generally sober and industrious, and as the Post- 
master General met them in little assemblies of 
from 100 to 150, he told them that sobriety was 
hereafter to be an essential element in the re- 
quirements for Post-Office duties, that none but 
sober and steady men would be retained in any 
branch of the Service, and that this would in- 
clude all the officers, from erintendents to 
assorting clerks on railways, and from Postmas- 
tera to porters in Post-Offices. It appeara the 
free delivery has obviated the necessity for Post- 
Offices in central locations, end the Post- 
master-General thinks that plain rege. > in 
leas expensive situations, with plenty of light, 
air, etc., would answor all the requirements 
quite as well as the costly structures now being 
erected. The portion ofthe public building in 
which the Pittsburg office is located is altogether 
inadequate to the needs of the service. The 
office is hot, dark, crowded, and inconvenient, 
with poor ventilation, and the letter-cases are 
crowded together in their quarters like so many 
sheep, and therefore it is impossible to do 
first-class work in such a place. It is a matter 
of pride that the city is served ag well as it is 
under such circumstances. The offices at St. 
uis and Cincinnati are very dark, hot, and 
cl and a ¢ portion of the clerks are com- 
pelled to work by gas-light during the day with 
the thermometor standing among the niveties, 
but new buildings are being erected in each of 
these places. At Chicago the office is made up 
of three stores under a. new hotel, which is at 
present unoccupied. There is plenty of room 
and light, and it is very good and accessible. 
The rent of this office, with all the necessary 
rooms for the complete working of the business 
machinery, costs $20, per annum. While 
it has no style and is very unpretentious, it is 
quite adequate for the wants of the service. The 
new offices at the smaller cities like Oleveland, 
Milwaukee, and Indianapolis are models of con- 
vevience, and light, airy, and roomy. The tree 
delivery system is pushed to a more successful 
result at the West than at the East. At many 
of these offices only one or two hundred boxes 
are rented, the of the letters being de- 
livered by carriers, and the vicivity of the Post- 
Gftices looks absolutely lonesome and deserted. 
The Postmaster-General made special in- 
quiries of all the Postmasters he met es to 
whether there were not many old-stage lines on 
which the mails were yet being carried, and 
which might be discontinued without detriment 
to the service by ngason of the railroads distrib- 
uting the mails along their lines. He found 
several such cases, and requested Postmasters 
to notify him of all such useless ser- 
vice. 6 is satisfied that a material 
saving can be made in the vis- 
ited, as it is often the case that the old 
etage service is still kept on the books of the De- 
partment while the railroads are carrying the 
mails. The business of the Department is so 
large as to make it very difficult to find and cor- 
rect all the little wastages. It was found that

BISMARCK. 
THE TRIAL AND AOQUITTAL OF DIESINGER.

The Crown Advocate accepted 
this statement to the full, and the whole argu- 
ment turned on the question whether such an 
attempt to damage the honor of an individual or 
society could be construed as an attempt to de- 
fraud. The prosecution argued that the yer 

aph of the Criminal Code spoke not st of 

e in money or money's worth, but like- 
wise of damage to other rights, and that every 
individual or legal corporation bad the right to 
claim that his or ite honor and good fame should 
not be injured. 

On the part of the defense, it was argued that 
this was the first case in Austrian jurisprudence 
in which damage to honor was construed as an 
attempt to defraud, that none of the criteria of 
fraud could be applied in this case, and that the 
paragraph of the Crimjnal Code on which the 
prosecution was based feferred to materia! dam- 
age. ‘The counsel for the defense argued that a 
man could not be indictéd for fraud for having 
succeeded in marrving a lady bv false pretenses. 

The Court of four Judges mdorsed this view, 
the judgment being: That, however much to be 
condemned the action of the defendant may be 
from @ moral point of view, the Court could not 
see imit the crime of an attempt to defraud ; 
that an’ attempt to injure honor could not come 
within the provision of the paragraph on fraud, 
as the Oriminal Code had provisions to 
defend thie inestimable g 

The prisoner was, in consequence, acquitted.

THE WHISKY WAR. 


Results Already Attained, 
Dispatch & New York Timea, 
Wasmroron, Jaiy 1.—Secretary Dristow's 
efforts to break up the fraudulent and unlawful 
transactions of the wisky ring will not have been 
completely successful till the courts shal] ha ve 
done their duty, which will be pressed on them 
as rapidly as possible, The results already 
reached are, however, exceedingly important, and 
they show, when collected toge „the immen- 
sity of the combination of capital and ingenuity 
employed in the work of cheating the Govern- 
ment. Some of the results already attained are 
enumerated as follows: Amount of taxes as- 
sessed against distillers, $317,000; amount ae- 
sessed against rectifiers, $347,000 ; number of 
distilleries and rectifying establishments seized. 
47; lots of illicit whisky seized in hands of deal- 
ers, 152. It is estimated that the expense of trial 
will average $100 to each oase, $20 of which 
wich will go to the District Attorneys. If the 
Government secures conviction $80 expense will 
be charged against each defendant. In some 
cases where packages have been seized in the 
hauds of dealers suits may not be pressed, but 
in the cases Bf distillers and rectifiers the evi- 
dence is abundant and convincing. The dealers 
assert that the packages seized while in their pos- 
session were purchased by them in open market in 
the usual manner ; that contained si! the out- 
ward evidences of being lawful merchandise, 
that there was no intention on their part to d 
fraud the Government. The number of officers 
who have been dismissed the Government sor- 
vice in consequence of the dissoveries made, is 
sixty-six, of these forty were Gaugers, thirteen 
Storekeepers, four Revenue Agents, Col- 
lectora, two Deputy Collectors, two Supervisors, 
aad two District Attorneys. :

mothers as duly elected members of the Board 
of Trustees. 

When the class of 75 bowed for its diplomas. 
we beheld not only the stiff lines of conventions: 
black, but a sheen of rose color, a film of white, 
as the rusty gates swung wide to admit into the 
great world of philosophy and literature three 
young women, ready to afford practical demon- 
stration of woman's right to self-government.

Being daughters of men, we are apt 
scholars; and, during tilese Centennial days, 
the Pilgrims’ grandchildren take up the slogan 
of those Revolutionary sires, and re-echo and 
reassert, ‘‘ Taxation Without representation is 
tyranny.” étc. 

These echoes have not teverberated in con- 
ventions and resolutions as continuously as they | 
did a few months or years since; hence many 
have enjoyed the delusion that Woman-Suffrage 
was losing ground. Far trom it. A change of 
tactics, or of base, does not imply defeat. Con- 
vinced that it was only 4 question of time, we 
have changed our tactics. somewhat. Many 
women who have indorsed che Woman-Suffrage 
movement have no persons! grievances to ro- 
dress ; no bitterness ; no fault to find with the 
men they love. and who have shielded them so 
tenderly that they personally belong to a privi- 
leged class; and yet these same women recog- 
nize the abstract principle of right, and tnite 
with their less fortunate sisters in their demand 
for equality before the law.

A New York correspondent thus writes: A 
curious fancy has sprung up recentiy for histori- 
eal costume parties. Last Saturday evening 
William Cullen Bryant gave one, and since then 
two.others have been given. The dresses for 
two of these parties were strictly copied in satin, 
silver, gilt, velvet, tissue, and brocade paper. 
The designs are cut firstin thin paper muslin, 
and the paper carefully pasted on; then they 
are put together, and the trimmiogs and orna- 
ments added like any ordinary dress. Incroyable 
costuines, costumes of the time of Francis 
L, Charles II., aud Lows MV., are 
the ones usually selected, and are resliy 
striking and picturesque—quite as moch 
so a8 when made in real fabrics.
